San Domingo, Feb. 10—The minis- 


ter for foreign affairs 
today 
made 


public a despatch received troin Sec- 
letai-y of State Hay announcing that 
the Dominican envoy 
to 
represent 


Santo Domingo's case at Washington 
would be received 
and 
heard, 
but 


pointing out that Minister Powell was 
entrusted with the task of conducting 
and concluding negotiations regarding 
the claims of American citizens against 
Santo Domingo. 


Secretary General Sanchez informed 


Powell that the pending cases will not 
be further considered until after the 
•eturn of the Dominican commission- 
T from the United States, to which 
the American minister replied that 
thr cases referred to will not admit of 
any further delay In settlement. lie 
added he cannot await the return of 
thu cotmnlsHioiier from 
Washington, 


and notified the secretary general that 
a settlement must be effected within 
a few days. The determined stand ta- 
ken by Powell for the purpose having 
the f'lydn line arid Koses cases settled 
surprised the Dominican government 
and it is believed the latter must yield.

Life iH held too lightly. I do 


not think a man could be t nnvli-teri of 
murder In Kentucky and sentenced to 
death if he wanted to be. In order to 
Ki'i the death penalty it would be nee- 
essarj for him to go to a shrewd ci-im- 
iiuil lawyer nnd find the exact \\;\y to 
commit the murder."

capitalist could not be settled if they 
would come squarely together, and tell 
tho truth to each other. 
He spoke 


i, ruiifjly in behalf of principles of trade 
unionism, saying he believed it one of 
the greatest powers for good in the 
world, predicting better things for it 
in the future. He warned his hearers 
that no strike was ever won by break- 
ing laws, for the reason that such con- 
duct at once alienated the good wni of 
the people and without out this, no 
strike could be successful.

It Is Out of Date. 


Mr. Mueller said that he did

out of date and I think as poor a wa- 
terworks as is owned by any city of 
our size in t;,e country. 
The building 


is simply a building to cover the ma- 
chinery and it does not completely do 
that. The six 150 horse-power boilers 
have been recently repaired and are in 
good 
condition 
and

live 
years 
yet. We 
have 
two 


Allis 
pumps, 
one 
Hushes pump, 


and one Clapp & Jones pump. The Al- 
lis pumps are good in a way and a 
credit to the city. The Clapp & Jones 
pump is a nice ornamental "steam- 
eater" and is so lacking in economy 
that a similar article in a private bus- 
iness would not be 
tolerated. 
The 


Hughes pump is not now any good 
and never was. The pumps, s'uch as 
they are are not properly placed. The 
cylinders should be low enough to 
practically eliminate all suction in- 
stead of employing nbout 20 feet suc- 
tion as at .present. When we get fire 
pressure we do 
it 
by 
laboriously 


pumping the water up the hill to the 
reservoir and then by the use of the 
Jir chambers with the pumps acting 
on the mains we get an added pres- 
sure of about 32 pounds. 
The ]2 and 


16 inch mains leading to the city may 
be regarded as sufficient for p'resen't 
needs. 
The filter plant is in good 


condition, though in bad position and 
greatly overworked. 
The tests made 


by the Champaign delegation showed 
only 78 per cent of bacteria removed. 
The dam has undoubtedly done its 
work and while it has been patched 
and repaired will eventually have to 
be replaced. 


Should Be Moved East. 


"Taking everything into considera- 


tion we ought to move the water- 
works. 
To ?he cast of the city to 


avoid the pollution of the 
drainage 


from two districts lying above 
the 


present dam. 
It should be put near 


the I., D. & W. or Wabash bridge to 
be on the railroa'd. The I., D. & W. is 
perhaps a little nearer the city and is 
tin ideal situation. 
The flats would 


make good sites for the filter beds and 
the pumping plant could be located a 
short distance up the hill and 
the 


pumps, sunk to a proper level. 
The 


hill offers a fair elevation for a wri- 
ter tower if one is ever built. A tow- 


I er is not necessary but serves to store 
reserve supply of water for a fire or 
other emergency." 


Mr. Mueller gave some statistics as 


to plants in other cities showing that 
while Deeatur is using almost the ca- 
pacity of the plant daily other cities 
provide a capacity twice 
and 
even 


thrice the greatest recorded consump- 
tion. 


Speaking of wells

Should Be Made a Park. 


Mr. Mueller wtnt on to say that the 


waterworks should be a source 
of 


pride to the 
c ity. The premises indeed 


are commonly made park-like and if 
situated at the I., D. & W. bridge 
would be in easy driving distance. He 
suggested walks and drives, avenues 
of trees and shrubbery 
and 
flower 


)ods. 
Undoubtedly if the place were 


nade and kept attractive a ca,- line 
would soon carry those who have not 
the carriages. 
In many places the 


city has n greenhouse in charge of a 
competent man connected 
with 
the 


waterworks where the plants used in 
the public parks are propagated and 
reai ed. 


In regard to the matter of cost Mr. 


Mueller showed that in five years the 
present plant with all Its lack 'of econ- 
omy had accumulated

surplus of 


some *60,500. By

minimum rate system this could be in- 
creased $10.000 annually giving an ad- 
ditional $50,001* in five years. Further

The telephone 
discussion 
followe-l 


Oscar Mueller's address and Attorney 
J. A. 
Montgomery 
made 
the first 


speech. He said, "It goes without say. 
mg that the telephone is one of, if not 
the greatest inventions of the age, an* 
the business 
world 
would be par- 


alyzed if it were wiped out of exist- 
ence. And it is yet one of the greatest 
:rials of the business man and one who 
ias to use it constantly finds it hard 
:o say the least to keep pleasant dur- 
ng the process The companies ap. 
>s.ir to have recognized this probabil- 
ty as they have inserted in their con- 
tract with their subscribers be they 
Sunday school superintendents, preach- 
ers or deacons a clause providing that 
they shall refrain from using foul o* 
profane language ov«r the telephone. 


"A telephone company is involved ia 


lour contracts, one with the State as 
lepresented in the charter, one with 
its shareholders as represented by th* 
certificates of stock. one with the city 
in the ordinance under which it oper- 
ates and finally the individual contract 
with the subscriber. I shall deal only 
with the last two mentioned. 


"Thp ordinance granted to the Cen- 


tra! Union Telephone company grants 
to th-j company tha right to "use tha 
streets, alleys and public grounds of 
the city for the erection of the pol°s 
and vires necessary for the establish- 
ment of eonvenlint communication It 
provides they they shall use shapely 
poles and keep 
them 
painted, that 


cables shall be used in the business 
district, that it shaii indemnify the city 
for damage resulting through"its op<?!-~- 
E.tion and shall replace all pavement 
disturb |d in placing its oq.uipme'it. 
The city reserves the right also to re- 
quire the removal of poles and wire-5 
and the use of conduits. The ordinanc» 
also provides for the forfeiture of th« 
franchise on a failure to comply with 
the conditions. The city g«ts 12 phone's 
free and has the right to use the poles 
for police or fire service. 


'•When the telephone 
service was 


especially bad recently the question of 
forfeiture wus 
brought 
up but it 


seems to me that as the ordinance 
fails to particularly der-cribe the class 
of service which shall be maintained it 
would be impossible 
to 
foifeit t!v* 


company's rights on such grounds. TJut 
I believe the people have rights whir h 
can be enforced. As to the status of the 
telephone company—the 
merchant or 


manufacturer or other priviu,. ent.-r- 
prise may select its patrons: the tele- 
phone company if you come to th :;n 
and offer to comply with their condi- 
tions must not only put a telephone 
where you desire it but must connect 
it with their central office and main- 
tain it in reasonable service. And so 
long as you continue to comply with 
their contract they csnnot remove :« 
and an injunction to prevent their re. 
moving: it will li., as will also a man- 
damus to force them to place it In th<* 
fiist instance. In Indiana the telephone 
has been placed upon the same footing 
as the telegraph as a common carrier 
and Indiana has also undertaken to 
regulate the prices of telephone 'service 
and toll rates. (Mr. Richardson later 
•stilled that this statute had not been
